to Lieut. Arthur Long, housing offieer for the Navy at the 


Point. > ® 


“Persons now working in the Navy Yard and living at 
Hunter’s Point, may if they like, apply for transfer to these 
apartments,” said Lieut. Long. “In fact, the only ones elig-- 
ible for transfer to these converted apartments are Navy 


Yard workers.” 

The apartments consist of two 
and three rooms and are suitable 
‘or couples or ‘small families, and 

onts range from $40 to $50 a 

ionth, according to location. These 
ents include utilities. 

The apartments are equipped 
with basic furniture, mostly of 
modern oak. Some of the apart- 
ments have Kelvinators, some are 
equipped with modern ice poxes, 
some have electric stoves’ and 
others gas ranges. 

All are situated near transporta- 
tion, recreation and shopping cen- 
ters and quickly accessible to 
downtown San Francisco. They are 
near excellent transportation to and 
from Hunter’s Point. 

One of the largest buildings con- 
verted to apartments is at Sutter 
and Gough streets, another. is at 
200 Van Ness, a third on Irving 
street in the Sunset district, and 
one is at 1075 Bush street. 

Persons entitled to such housing 
should apply at the housing office, 
building 107, just inside the main 
gate at the Hunter’s Point Navy 
Yard, according to LeMarr W. 
Hoaglin, civilian housing supervis- 
or for the Yard.

Hunter’s Point, ‘the city within a city,” continues to 
grow at a pace setting a record along the Coast. Homes are 
bening finished at the rate of 1,000 units a month in the _ 


current construction program, 


so that the middle of Novem- 


ber, will mark the completion of some 3,000 homes during 


the three-month period. 


A year ago seven large projects, totaling 5,492 homes 
were dedicated with impressive. ceremonies at Navy Point. 
All these have been completed and seven additional projects 


were then started. 

Three of these new developments 
have been completed and are now 
being occupied. They are South 
Gate Annex, Double Rock Annex, 
and Wisconsin War Dwellings, 
with a total of 1,080 units.

Still under construction are Mid- 
dle Point Annex, comprising 224 
units and Navy Point Annex with 
696. dormitories. Both these will be 
finished in approximately a month. 


Of the 1,000 trailers, half have 
been completed and officials expect 
the remaining 500 will be done next > 
month. 


In the meantime, South Basin is 
rapidly being filled in, and the first 
group of demountable dwellings 
will be ready for occupancy in 
three weeks. 

This building program is entire- 
ly for workers at the Navy Yard, 
but in addition, 100 temporary war 
homes are being built in the Hunt-_ 
er’s Point area at DeHaro and Car- — 
olina streets, for war workers evic- 
tees of “Japtown.” Forty already 
have been occupied. 


Gets-Jail Term 
For Fake Alarm — 


Ray Dolson of Building 17, Navy 
Point, is spending 30 days in the 
county jail. He has lost his privi- 
lege of living ‘in any Hunter’s 
Point dormitory; he will probably 
lose his job, because what he 
thought was a prank turned out 
to. be sabotage. 

Dolson turned on the fire alarm 
system in Dormitory 17, Satur- 
day night. All occupants of the 
building were awakened. The ex- 
citement, kept them awake for 
the rest of the night and several 
were unable to work the next 
day. Two men jumped out of 
windows, thereby risking life and 
limb. 

Apprehenders To Get Reward 

Fortunately two dormitory resi- 
dents caught Dolson in the act. 
They nabbed him and delivered 
him to the Point Police. They 
appeared as witnesses. against him. 
in court, when he was sentenced 
to 30 days in the county jail. 

When the reward of $100 which 
is promised on signs in all build- 
ings to people leading to the ar- 
rest and* conviction of persons’ 
tampering with the system is 
paid, it will be divided equally 
between the two residents who 
caught the culprit.

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YOUR HUNTER’S POINT HOME 


By BARBARA CLEMENS 


You will find that Hunter’s Point 


apartments look their very best if. 


you bear three things in mind 
while you are planning and making 


up your decorations: They are sim-: 
-plicity, comfort, and lots of color. 


Think first what you will need 


“for comfort and then work it out 


in simple straight lines and bring 


the whole thing to life with gay 


harmonious color. 


From time to time we will go 
into these three subjects in more 
detail, but ‘while we are consider- 
ing comfort, a coffee table sug- 
gests itself and here is one which 
answers the requirements of sim- 
plicity, has a top that’ may be used 
as a tray, and is collapsible so that 


“it may be put out of the way into 


a small storage space. 


First of all you will need to 
purchase a round Chinese straw 
tray. These can be had in San 
Francisco’s Chinatown and are not 
expensive. Then you will need 


‘about 16 feet of finished lumber 


cut 3/4” x 2”, You may need more: 


_ or less length depending on the size 


of the tray and the height of your 
table. You have to figure four 
times the diameter of the tray 
and four times the height you want 
your table and add this all togeth- 
er. 

Then all you will need are four 
small hinges and.a handy man 
with a little time. The finished 
table is unique. You can lift. the, 
top off, take it out to the kitchen 
and bring it back as a tray full 


of good things to eat, all ready to 


put on the convenient base, thus 


saving yourself a lot of trips to 
the kitchen and your guests the; 
necessity of going through the dif- 
ficult juggling act involved in try- 
ing to hold a plate on one’ knee 
and a cup and saucer on the other 
without spilling anything. 

First you put two of the legs 
and the braces together as shown 
below. 


The most workmanlike way of 
putting them tegether is by cutting 
the ends of the braces into round 
pegs which are fitted into. holes 
bored in the uprights to fit, and 
setting the pegs in with glue. They 
should fit very tightly. Then the 
other legs are made separately like 
this: 


The baces are a little shorter 
than the braces in the solid sec- 
tion so that when they fit’ up 
against the solid half, they will 
Swing open to fit your circular 
tray. These last two legs are fast- 
ened to the first part with hinges 
at the top cross pieces on which 
the tray rests, and at the brace, one 
folding to the right and one to the 
left. 


Now finish the base off with na- 
tural wood stain to match the 
tray, or enamel the whole thing to
